Then it -was that Clans A, and Ru- 
dolph Spreckels, as executors of their 
mother's 
estate, 
she having 
died 


soon after her husband, filed an ac- 
tion against their, brothers to recover 
a portion of the money given to them 
by their father during his lifetime. 
It was 'claimed by them that while 


Claus A. and Rudolph were estranged 
from the sugar king, he gave to his 
favorite sons. John D. and Adolph, 
$18,716,752.89, 
leaving 
him 
only 


$9,529,140.59. It is the theory of the 
plaintiff that Claus Spreckels had no 
right to give such a large sum as a 
portion represented community prop- 
erty, and that if Mrs. Spreckels had 
had her way she would have seen to 
it that the other brothers were looked 
after. 
The court holds today that 
tho 
husband has the full use ot the com- 
munity prpperty but cannot give It 
away without the consent of

wife. 


NEVER MADE PROTEST.

Taught. 


NEW ORLEANS, Jon. 25 — Children1 


In the schools of New OrloSLnB are to t>e 
systematically studied by experts with 
respect to their capacity for education, 
according to information received at the 
United States tn.reau of education 
Un- 
der the terms of a co-operative agree- 
ment between the local school board and 
TVewcomb crtlege of Tulane university, 
children who are for any reason marked 
"exceptional" -will be selected by the 
school authorities ana referred for Indi- 
vidual examination to the psychological 
laboratory at Newcomb college, provided 
the parents gJve their consent. 


A detailed plan of procedure has been 
devised. In -which parent teacher, socio- 
logist, pr-fcstclan and psychologist co- 
operate In examining tha children; and a 
significant feature Is the Instruction to 
be given to a. number of city teachers 
and normal school students 
in 
school 
hyplen» and in the psychology of abnor- 
mal children by professors in Tulane 
university. 


The school teachers will take the first 
step in the examination. 
Following a 
systematic census of all 
the 
children, 
they will select from their classes those 
who appear to be backward, or vicious, 
or in any way "exceptional " After the 
consent of the parent is obtained, the 
parent, with the child will apply to the 
superintendent of publlo schools for'hls 
approval, and then to the chief medical 
Inspector of the public schools for" phy- 
sical examination 
•> 


The erperts at the university labora- 
tory will then study the children Indi- 
vidually. 
Through mental tests, 
such ma the 
"form board" 
and 
th« 
Bluet 
tests, 
through knowledge of the child's fam- 
ily history and mode of life, obtained 
by a tactful social worker In close touch 
With the horns, and through any other 
available source of Information they win 
seek to classify th* child according to 
his mental needs and ability. 
After having tho pupil under direct ob- 
servation for some time, the psycholo- 
gists will be able to determine whether 
ho should attend the regular school, re- 
ceive special training, or be provided for 
In some other way 
The whole purpose Is to study the ap- 
parently exception?! child for Ills own 
welfare and that of the school and com-, 
munlty, so that he may develop to tho 
utm*Bt such talents as he has, and if 
possible become a useful memhsr of so» 
clety instead of a social loss.

the statistical division of the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce.

show,, for example, an exportation of but 
33.000T cattle In the calendar" year 1912, 
against 164,000 in 1911, 277,000 in 1908, 
494,000 in 1906, and 599,000 in 1904.

$3,000,000, speaking In round 


terms, against ?14,000,000 in 1911,. $24,000,- 
000 in 1908, 138,000,000 In 1906, and $41,- 
OOQ.OOOin 1904, the 
1912 exports being 


thus about &% of the value of those ex- 
ported in 1904, eight years earlier. The 
dlmunltion in the cattle supply of the 
United, States' is also apparent In tho fact 
that. the. Importations of cattle In tlie 
year just end«a amounted to over 300;000 
in number iand their value to over $5,000,- 
000, against but 16,000 in 1904, valued at 
$310,000. The figures of the Department 
of Agriculture showing the number of oat- 
tie on.farms o'n- January 1 of «ach'. year 
place the number on January 1, 1912, at 
58,000,000, against 72,500,000 in 1907. 
. The expqrtatlons of meat also show, a 
marked railing off, especially those of 
fresh beef, of which the export* of the year 
were but 9,0.00,000 pounds, against 29,- 
000,000 in 1911, 156,000,000 in 1908, 270,-

fresh beef exports of 1912 being less than

This has given the Cleveland and its ex- 
cursions a great vogue as a matrimonial agency, 
and speculation is rife as to how many of the widows 
and bachelors now aboard on the present trip have 
already decided, or will soon decide, to, sail the sea 
of matrimony together. When, the vessel was at 
Hongkong a report was current that there were al- 
ready ten engagements among them, with more in 
prospect. No doubt more encouraging reports on 
this point will be announced when the Cleveland sails 
through the Golden Gate. Most of the passengers, 
including widows and bachelors, are Americans. 
One of the widows is said to have appeared with a 
different gown on at the dinner hour for the first 
sixty days the Cleveland was out from New York. 
She is a graceful dancer and has been performing a 
daring and clever ragging stunt in the ship's ball- 
room many a nigfyt. She is said to have captured a 
wealthy German bachelor, a former army officer. I 
have been told her name but must not mention it, 
except to say she is a pretty American woman hard- 
ly twenty-seven. 
Railroad History is Recalled 


It was fitting that William H. Crocker and 


Stephen T. Gage were prominent among those who 
attended the fiftieth anniversary celebration of the 
turning of the first shoveful of earth in the build- 
ing of the Central Pacific Railroad some days ago. 


Crocker's father was one of the "big four" who 


built the famous road. In doing so, they all risked 
the loss of their then modest fortunes. Wealthier 
men in California in those days, like D. 0. Mills, 
thought the enterprise a poor business project and 
refused to loan money either to it as a company, or 
to its projectors individually. But success came, 
with four big fortunes. Will Crocker sought a bank- 
ing instead of a railroad career, but he has made 
good use of the part of his father's railroad fortune 
that came to him. He has been and still is a credit 
to this city and State. All of the builders of the 
Central Pacific and their children are now dead, ex- 
cept a son and daughter of Charles Crocker and two 
daughters of Judge E. B. Crocker, who was also a 
partner in the project but is not generally ranked 
with the Big Four. 


.Gage was the confidential assistant of Senator 


Stanford for many years. He had Stanford's abso- 
lute confidence and never violated it. With oppor- 
tunities to become more than a millionaire while 
with Stanford, Gage's sense of honor made him turn 
them all aside, and when he left the company his 
fortune was a very modest one. When C. P. Hunt- 
ington forced Stanford from the presidency of the 
Southern Pacific, he and the New York attorneys for 
Edwin Searles, the young widower of Mrs. Mark 
Hopkins-Searles, Hubbard & Stillman, used a line 
toothcomb among the railroad records. They found 
a clean record. So much so was this the case with 
Gage that Stillman had the manhood to'say to-him: 


"I was unjustly-prejudiced against you. I find 


you have been honest and competent in all you have 
done. I have said the same thing about you to Stan- 
ford, Huntington and Searles." 


Huntington, who drove Gage from office along 


with Stanford, finally wrote him the famous "My 
De^r Stephen" letter, asking him to conic back and 
clean up the then vexatious railroad tax problem, 
which he did. Stanford continued to show the 
greatest faith in Stephen; as he called him, by mak- 
ing him one of the executors of his will. It was bad 
treatment of this friend of her husband for Mrs. 
Stanford, together with her brothers, to ask Gage, 
to resign as an executor. But he did so in a very 
manly way, and when his friends and friends of 
Stanford made bitter criticisms of this treatment, 
Gage never opened his mouth in complaint, and 
never has to this day. 
It Was 'You Lose', They, Win 


There are no honest professional gamblers. The 


laws of chance, luck, experience, etc., are not enough 
for men who make gambling a livelihood and a 
means to great profits. They have got to resort to 
trick and device and do so to catch the "sucker." 


They do it right along no matter whether it is rou- ' 
lette, faro, dice, cards or whatnot. 


The police here discovered last week that a rou- 


lette wheel and faro layout in their possession, 
which were captured in a recent raid of a swell 
gambling place in what used to be a fine Devisadero 
street residence, are rank cheating deA'ices. The 
same machines were formerly in use in the rooms 
of a well-known club on Mason street. The inno- 
cent player was bound to lose his money with such 
manipulated machines. He had no more chance than 
frost in a flood of sunshine. It is said more than 
$100,000 has been lost by the public on these two 
machines since the 1906 fire. So it is no wonder 


i gamblers, who have been identified with those two 


resorts, are strutting around with fine clothes and 
have goodly bank accounts. The raiding of Can- 
field's resort in New York several years ago re- 
vealed the same kind of trickery and cheating only 
on a larger scale. A. well-known Eastern detective,} 
who was recently here, told me that several months* 
ago forty and odd gambling houses were raided in 
New York and all their outfits and paraphernalia 
confiscated. A subsequent examination of these 
devices revealed that ninety-five per cent of them 
were unfair, being so arranged that the player had 
absolutely no chance of winning except when the 
operator so willed, and, of course, that was not 
often. The cards were found to have identifying 
rnai'ks on the back, being what are known as "read- 
ers." 
The roulette wheels were controlled by an 


electric current, and the faro boxes proved to be 
"sand tell" boxes, by means of which the dealer 
can readily cheat the players. 


And in spite of all this testimony, the dupes and 


suckers here and elsewhere will continue to visit the 
gambling clubs whenever they get a chance. It is 
a fascination they can't resist. The professional 
gambler realizes this and pooh-poohs the expose of 
his cheating. 
BooKed for Grand Army Honors 


It is generally understood that General E. S. 


Salomon, the attorney of this city and the last 
territorial governor of Washington, and Dr. R. M.

Getting no sympathy or support from them, and 
thinking Towne was also stronger than he was 
Avith Huntington, he went ,with Miller.

However that may be, Stubbs 
was a strong figure under Huntington and after 
his death rose under Harriman to one of the finest 
traffic positions in the land, that of director of 
traffic of the Harriman lines, at $86,000 a year.

"You see," said Attell, "I've fceen.ln 
the game for fourteen years, and I'm 
only 29 now.

Jaw."The whole trouble IB In the training. 
Making 122 ringside baa always

easy for me. %I've often fought as low as 
1]S. But years of hard training, boxing 
all the time and running on foe road, 
uses up your energy. I guess a man has 
about so much action in him, and when 
he burns that up be begins to grow slow. 
"That was my trouble. For three or four 
years I've felt my speed and strength 
slipping away. I wouldn't acknowledge 
it even tc myself, but down In my heart 
I knew that I was going back. When I 
felt It first I began to think of the thou- 
sands of dollars I'd tossed away over the 
green cloth, and started saving up and 
figuring on doing something else when 
the ring wasn't for me any more. 
THOUGHT ATTELL HAD STALLED. 
"The first time I really fell back so 
far that the public couldn't help seeing 
It was when 1 fought K. O. Brown. The 
boxing commission suspended me for six 
month* for that, but It was a mistake. 
I really couldn't do any better, and peo- 
ple who had seen me fight for years gave 
me credit for being a better man than.I 
teas. 
They said—and they believed It, 
too—that I was stalling, and that I could 
have knocked Brown out If I wanted to. 
Why, that night I couldn't have knocked 
anybody out. My arms wore dead. 
"When I fought Kilbane I had 
gone 
away back, and I knew It. I looked just 
as good as evor. I was just as mascu-

Mr. V. S. McClatchy of the Sacramento Bee has entered the 


N 
lists as a social reformer. 'We welcome him to the fray because 
he brings enthusiasm and sincerity to the support of a righteous 
cause, even if his judgment be not of the soundest. He is opposed 
to promiscuous kissing and hand-shaking. 


So are we; but our mouths and hands are our own, and we kiss 


whom we please—the other party being willing—and shake any 
hand we see fit to take in our own. But does Mr. McClatchy pro- 
pose to take a leaf out of the Connecticut Blue Laws and regulate 
kissing and hand-shaking by statute? Joab kissed Absalom on 
both cheeks and then smote him under the fifth rib. Neverthe- 
less we are inclined to think kissing will continue to go by favor 
not by statute. It is a sweet folly that mankind will never be 
cured of committing. 


Mr/McClatchy tilts at the social evil with all the confidence 


of youth and inexperience. Having diagnosed the malady, he as- 
sumes that the cure is enly a.matter of detail. As wise men as 
he have discovered on examination that failure to find a cure is 
the perplexing feature of the problem. Hear him: 


"There is only one argument against the regulation of prosti- 


tution. It is this: 'Prostitution is an unclean—a monstrous thing. 
The State should not recognize it, but should stamp it out.' " 


Just so. But how are you going to stamp it out? The State 


must recognize the existence of a thing before it proceeds to 
stamp it out. And is the stamping out process to follow the old 
treadmill of futile endeavor in the past? Poverty and disease 
cannot be abolished. Thus far prostitution has been equally per- 
sistent. The evil is admitted; the problem is to find the remedy. 
Suppression by law has failed. Moral suasion has proved equally 
futile. How does Mr. McClatchy propose to stamp it out? 


It is all very well to say that the standard of morality and con- 


duct should be the same for men as for women. Custom and not 
law has decreed that there shall be two standards. Shall the law 
undertake to repeal the edicts of custom? If so, how shall we 
proceed? Where shall be begin? We are asking for information 
.—seeking light, as it were. 


That prostitution is mainly responsible for the spread of 


venereal disease is unquestionably true. But requiring every 
couple wanting to get married to undergo a medical examination 
and get the certificate of a doctor that the blood of neither party 
is tainted with venereal poison will not stop prostitution. And 
whatever it would accomplish, it is not likely that the people can 
ever be brought to submit to a regulation of that character. 


Moralizing cannot accomplish anything of value. The sin of 


Sodom has cursed human society from the beginning. We dis- 
cern no inclination on the part-of mankind to turn from it. Mr. 
McClatchy speaks with great (.frankness about certain phases of 


, the sexual relation, but there axe questions of pathology and 


psychology which demand a hearing in a discussion of this kind. 
\ They will have to be considered in any event, and it is unsafe to 
form a conclusion if the fact of their ^existence is ignored. 


We stand ready to aid Mr. McClatchy in accomplishing the 


end he seeks, but we are waiting for him to point the way. That 
is what he has failed to do, and we are unwilling to play Sancho 
Panza in a battle against windmills.

A Word tor the Man Wh& Works. 


Senator Boynton has introduced a bill to pension school teach- 


ers. While teachers are a deserving and rather underpaid class, 
the pension proposition has an application to others that insists 
upon recognition and examination. 


Pensions for soldiers, policemen, firemen and school teachers 


must be paid by the producer—the man who works and pays the 
taxes. It has been euphemistically said that in Europe every hus- 
bandman plows his field with an armed soldier on his back. 


In this country it is proposed to put not only the soldier, but 


the policeman, the fireman and the school teacher on the back of 
productive 'labor. Nobody proposes to 'protect from want and 
penury in their old age the men who spend their lives in private 
employment. Is the man who works and payes the taxes entitled 
to no consideration? 


Pensions are always asked for the non-producers. No thought 


is given to men who spend their lives and energies plowing, sow- 
ing, reaping, building, digging and delving to satisfy the wants 
of mankind. Not being public employes and eaters of taxes, they 
may crawl into their holes and starve when their days of useful- 
ness are passed. Now the man who carries .a hod is as good a man 
as the one who carries a musket, and far more useful. But for him 
and Ms like there would be no pensions for anybody. 


A nation owes something to those who create its wealth and 


support its government. Why should the preference be eternally 
given to those who live off the government over those who sup- 
port it? When pensions are being voted, let some thought be 
given to those who will be taxed 'to pay them.

there will be sold 100,000 cedar poles. 


The minimum prices 'that will bo 


considered by the government for the 
timber vary fro'hi $1 to $5 per thou- 
sand feet and It Is estimated that the 
timber 7.-!^ nci. Um government at 
least and average of J5 per thousand, 
making >a total of considerably more 
than a million and a quarter dollars 
for the lot. 


Bids for the lumber are being re- 


ceived by the forest supervisor at 
Newport, Wash., and by the district 
supervisor at Missoula, Mont. 


More.than twenty-five different cor- 


porations have submitted applications 
to purchase parts of tho timber, which 
)s located on the west branch of Priest 
river and along Moore's creek, cover- 
Ing 18,000 acres of laind in the na- 
tional forest.

Berkeley Barred From Contesting With 


/Iny Team Ssve Stanford

Now that the smoke of battle has cleared away from the 


scene of the struggle between the University of California and 
the California Rugby Union, the football fans about the bay are 
beginning to ask one another what the result of it all will be. 
California is no longer a member of the union, and from the 
present outlook, will be ab^j to engage in contest next year only 
with teams outside of the governing body, with the exception of 
Stanford University.

It might not be amiss at this time to 
consider briefly the causes for the with- 
drawal of the state university from Oe 
union. The palifornia Rugby Union was 
organized in the early part of last sea-

particularly in Its international 
phase.

tion of the derlnltion of the powers and 
rights of the Union. 


CALIFORNIA RESIGNS. 


The delegates from Berkeley presented 


and the tremendous success of the Aus- 
tralian tour was due in no email mea- 
sure to the existence ot the organiza- 
tion. 


Gradually, during its short life up to 


that time, the union had been expand- 
ing its powers according to the Ideas of 
the board of directors of the body, and 
at the close of last season was the su- 
preme power In local Rugby. 
It was to expansion along these lines 


that the University of California raised 
its objection. 
The executive committee" 


of the associated students at Berkeley 
has held jthat the Union should be merely 
an advisory body and s".iould in no way 
interfere in the government of its mem- 
bers. that each unit of the organization 
should be supreme in the management 
of its own affairs, should be allowed 
free choice in the selection of Its oppon- 
ents and the arrangement of its sched- 
ules, and tliat It should only be neces- 
sary to consult with the Union in the 
convenient arrangement

California was asked to sub- 
mit a statement of its position, and to 
explain in detail the reasons 
for 
her 


withdrawal from the main body. 
This 
was soon dons by Clare M. Torrey, pres- 
ident of the Associated students, who, 
in a carefully worded epistle, 
defined 
California's position clearly and accu- 
rately, stating in effect that California 
held that the Union should be merely an 
advisory body, formed by a combination 
of separate units, each with 
supreme 
power in the management of its own af- 
fairs. 


After much discussion. It 
was 
seen 
that the opinion of the majority did not 
coincide with that of California, 
ana 
last week the resignation of the latter 
was accepted. 
The annual California- 


Stanford game was still retained inde- 
pendently of any action of the Union. 


So now California occupies a. position 


In the State's Rugby somewhat analog- 
ous to that of an outlaw baseball club. 
According to the rules of the organiza- 
tion, no member of the Union, except 
Stanford, may contest with California 
and retain its place in the Union. That 
is the outlook at present. 
When the next season comes around, 
the situation will be unique in local foot- 
ball circles, if the present status of the 
various teams prevails unchanged. Cal- 
ifornia will have 
no 
opponents 
with 
whom to contest In preliminary games, 
and the local club teams will be minus i 
some of their most important contests. | 
The California-Stanford game will take 
place as usual, but the interesting pre- 
liminary season will be lacking at Ber- 
keley. 
Tbe proposed visit of a team of Eng- 
lish Rugby experts further complicates 
the situation. 
The trip can hardly be 
financed successfully without the aid of 
the University of California, 
and 
the 
Berkeley people will want to do thqlr 
share toward the successful management 
of the tour. Yet, If California joins the 
other teams in the furtherance of this 
trip, it will virtually become a member 
of the Union again on its former basis.

Femininity as Social Factor in 


Development of Race is 


Sunday Theme. 


"Woman as a Social Factor In the 


Evolution of the Race" is the subject 
of the Illustrated lecture to be given 
tomorrow at S o'clock at the TJniver- 
Bity Museum at the Affiliated Colleges. 
The lecture is the second in the series 
of four to be given In connection with 
the temporary exhibit, "The Rise of 
Woman." 


The new weekly exhibit shown on 


Sunday at the Museum is a complete 
working model of an Indian tepee, Il- 
lustrating all the points of construc- 
tion and operation of this habitation, 
which has been described as one of 
the most perfect 
types 
of portable 


•dwellings ever invented. 
This model was made by a Blackfoot 


Indian woman after the pattern of the 
tent in which she lived. It displays 
the devices which were worked out by 
the Indians during long generations of 
experience for the regulation of ven- 
tilation, smoke, and light. These tents 
were more that mere temporary sleep- 
Ing affairs for two 
or three people 


camping out, having been designed for 
habitation by entire families year af- 
ter year 
It Is 'therefore no wonder 


that many of the little contrivances 
which are shown by the exhibit are 
more Ingenious than those found In 
our own army or canvas tents. 


The remarkable feature of the tepee 


was that the Indians always considered 
it the woman's property. 
It consti- 
tuted her sole dowry at marriage and 
she always retained the right to order 
her husband out, or at least to carry 
the tent away from over his head. 


The exhibit as usual will remain on 


display for one week only.

After 308 Years Sea Recedes 


Leaving Skeletons High and 


Dry on Shore.

LONDON, Jan. 25.—After 808 years the 


ancient church and churchyard at Eclea, 
Norfolk, have boon given up by the sea. 


Many years ago that church and a 


village of sixty-nix houses stood at some 
distance from the sea. but the waves 
gradually encroached on the land, and In 
1604, two thousand acres of land -were 
overwhelmed. 
All the Inhabitants were

BERLIN, Jan. 25. — In the year of 
ISO, 12 months after the days when 
the Kohenzollerns came very near be- 
ins; driven out of their kingdom, and at 
a time when Germany's future looked 
anything but brilliant, the prophecy was 
made, nobody knows by whom, but it 
became known to everyone, 
that 
the 
years of 1871, 1888, and 1913 wero to 
become famous in German h!stor>. 
The prophecy came true in the first 
two years and now even the most sober 
mlnofed pdopio are asking themselves 
if the great European war which was 
prophecied for the present year Is going 
to come true, too. 
Nobody wants, a 
war, the Socialists are pledged to op- 
pose it with all their mi!;ht even to the 
extent of refusing to serve In the army, 
unless Germany is actually attacked. 
But at the same time the conviction 
Is gaining ground that war mav be- 
come unavoidable. 
In the officers' ca- 
sinos as Well as among naval officers 
the Idea of war is greeted with enthusi- 
asm, thonch no one really Bees what 
Germany should fight for. 


DO NOT WANT WAR. 


It may be truly said, however, that 
neither the Kaiser nor his fjovernment 
are in favor of war, though they do not 
doubt that the country's army and navy 
are ready for it if It should come. T'le 
Kaiser who has always been fond of 
posing as the great protector of Eu- 
rope's peace, wants to celebrate 
-iis 
jubilee in Juno, among his people far 
rather than on the battlefield. 


And ths government is too well aware 
of the costliness of even a, successful 
war to rush Into one blindly. 
Under these circumstances an article 
which bears every sign ot having been 
Inspired, appearing In the 
"Deutsche 
Hevue's" current number and 
dealing 
with German international politics is of 
special interest because it gravely warns 
that part of the German people who is 
constantly embarrassing the government 
the Pan-Germans, against stirring up 
111 feeling against England, 
the 
only 
country which Germany might possibly 
get Into trouble with, in spite of che 
consllitatory endeavors of the govern- 
ments of both countries. 


HATRED OF ENGLAND. 


"Unfortunately," the article says, "all 
attempts at an approachment by Eng- 
land will fail so long as the 
German 
Philistine, who has assumed the fine 
title of 'Bali-German,' is filled 
with 
hatred agafnst England, and incites to 
war against her. 
It Is very easy by a 
so-called national or patriotic phrase- 
ology to win the masses and egg them 
on against another 
empire. 
BUt the 
leaders of the Pan-Germans 3o not -un- 
derstand what damage is thus done, or 
accept 
responsibility 
for 
the conse- 
quences of tlieir Chauvinistic efforts. 
"The conjunction of England and the 
German empire would b« the most im- 
portant factor In Europe and the world 
and as the interests of the two coun- 
tries In reality diverge much less than 
those of other powers, such a 
union 
would be not only thinkable, but attain- 
able If we were as cool and politically 
realistic' as the 'English in our attitude 
to world questions. 
"The Pan-German movement, 
how- 
ever, wo. of ten threatens with th* sword 
and destroys the 
-woi-lc done by our 
diplomacy, to arrive at an understand- 
ing with England.- "War with, England 
and her allies would be one of the great- 
est ahd most perilous catastrophes for 
the entire civilized: world. 
In modern 
warfare It Is not only armies which 
fight against one another, but also epi- 
demics and the hunger of tha unem- 
ployed ir.assesi so that, aa the present 
Balkan war shows, the victor, even af- 
ter the greatest^ successes, must often 
suffer bitter 'disappointments and incal- 
culable future sacrifices."

If you like steak 
well done, have It well done. One Is as 
good as the other.

channel, 1» miles In length, through the 
shoal wafers of Limekiln Crossing at tho 
mouth of the Detroit river, occurred, with 
Imposing- ceiemony, on October 19 
Tills 


de^p channel has been excavated through 
solid limestone rock and .affords a straight 
and safe passage for ths immense vessel 
traffic of ths Great Lakes. Mora vessels 
and a greater tonnage pass through It 
than any other W4ter»ay In the world 


This channel, 4 4-5 miles of which He 


In Canadian waters of this consular dis- 
trict, has been some years under con. 
structlon by the United States, govern- 
ment at a cost of about $10,000,000 
Bo- 


fore Its completion the channel was a con- 
stant menace to navigation. 


It Is hoped and expected by shipowners 


that the next session of the Canadian 
Parliament will provide for constructing 
a channel on the Canadian side of Fight- 
Ing Island, the estimated cost of -\\hlch 
is not high, as excavation would be in 
earth and not rock. Marine mon say that 
If the channel were made navigable and 
boats allowed to proceed but one nay 
through it, preferably up, that it would 
work well with the plan of operating the 
Livingstone channel, as boats could pro- 
ceed all the way down In Livingstone 
channel and up the Canadian side. The 
work of widening Ballard's reef channel 
will be completed next season, and 
If 


the proposed channel materializes there 
would be little chance for accidents. 


The Canadian channel Is wide but shal- 


low, 
O.B well as winding. 
The turns are 


abrupt, and, although boats that have 
not heavy drafts can pass through, they 
seldom do for fear of going aground. The 
next session of Parliament will convene 
in November, and it is tlvs opinion of 
many that favorable action wall be taken

Quartz, clay and lime together with 


the compounds formed by their inter- 
mingling comprise almost tho entire 
Crust of the earth. 


Quartz In different forms and under 


different names constitutes one-half of 
tha earth's miter coating. 


If we pick up a handful of sand on the 


seashore and examine It -with a simple 
microscope, we will find nearly all of 
the grains to »«• clear like glass broken 
Into small pieces and somewhat rounded. 


All of these classy particles are quartz. 


If we take) up a handful of dirt and wash 
away the earth mold, fcearly all that re- 
mains will be quartz In some form. 


If we take a plecs of granite and pound 


It up moderately flne and then wash out 
the Urhter parts, nearly 
one-half of 


what is left will be quartz. 


Quartz when crystallized 
sometimes 


forms long hexagonal prisms with, pointed 
tips, 
either 
single separate crystals 


merely connected together at their bases 
or irroups closely cemented together their 
pointed apexes only appearing above the 
normal surface. 


Quarts thus orystalllzed and clear as 


glass is termed rock crystal. 


If when the crystals are forming, a 


slight amount of oxide of manganese be- 
comes intermingled, the prisms are col- 
ored purple and tho name amethyst is 
given them. 


In dlttereht sections of ths world one 


occasionally comes across dull looking 
quartz 
cobblestones 
-which on being 


broken open are found to be hollow and 
filled with beautiful rock or amethyst 
crystals. Such stones are called *eod«s. 


When quarts presents a waxy appear- 


ance it is named chalcedony. Then chal- 
cedony is called by many names depend- 
ing upon Its colors and markings. 


Chalcedony having a small amount of 


oxide Of iron disseminated through it and 
giving It a mossy appearance within U 
called moss agate. 


When tho chalcedony ia arranged In 


delicate parallel bands or layers of dif- 
ferent colors or If It his decided colors. 
Various names, are applied depending up- 
on the colors and th* arrangements. If 
dull red prevails as the slng-lo color the 
chalcedony Is sard; If bright red then It 
is named carmltarf. 


If a dull red layer <sard), alternates 


with a white It is sardonyx; it an 
opaque layer-^gener&lly Clack—alternates 
with a white or transparent one, It Is 
onyx. 


True cameos are cut from onyx and 


sardonyx. Sholl cameos are made from 
sea sfiells having a white layer super- 
Imposed on a pink. 


Chalcedony having parallel zigzagging 


lines of alternating colors Is called for- 
tification agate. 


Quarts wtl nan admixture of clay forms 


Jasper which may be of any dull color. 


Cream jasp«r having dark red ipots 


Ifks drops ofb lood caused by oxide of 
Iron Is named bloodstone 


When nns parts; of quarts a«a mlxsd 


by nature with oM part of watar the 
resulting compound la opal, a most beau- 
tiful precious stone. 


Buhrstone, homstone and flint are all 


Varieties of quart*. 


Ooklstone—«.v»ntnrlne—is a variety ot 


quarts containing minute spanflsaW mica 
•which WT« It a glistening appearance. 
The rsddlsh brown kind Is that which IS 
most used In 3«t*>lry. 


The cat's*ey« Is another chalcedbnlc 


variety of quartz which when held tj>- 
wards the light resembles the contracted 
pupil of the eye of * oat, tha singular ef- 
fect being caused by fibres of asbestus 
running parallel across the stone. 


AH of ths varieties of quartz except 


focR crystal, amethyst and opal appear 
In their native condition dull and com- 
monplace, but when cut and poiished, 
their beautiful colors and markings ap- 
pear to advantage. 


These stones *TK frequently baked for 


a week or mor« iu eiosod vowels com- 


talnlng honey water before being 
pol- 


ished In order to deepen their colors. 


All Bering1 water contains more or less 


lime. Certain waters hold in solution 
large quantities of silica, 
the 
common 


name of -which is quartz. 


Wood coming In contact with these 


waters becomes t Impregnated with the 
stony solution until all of the woody sub- 
stance is replaced by the mineral which 
In many instances preserves perfectly the 
structure of the wood. ThH transforma- 
tion Is .called 
petrlflcation. The 
most 


wonderful petrified for»gt in the world 
Is Chalcedony Park, Arizona. This for- 
est contains numberless potrlfloa logs and 
broken places classlfled 
as chalcedony, 


amethyst and agate which are scattered 
over upwards of fifty square mllea of 
ground. 


Clay la interesting because of Its many 


uses. It not only furnishes us with the 
material for making crockery -ware, tiles, 
bricks, flower pots, sewer pipes, and a 
variety of other things, hut from It is 
extracted by electrolysis, the metal al- 
uminum which is now used In making: all 
kinds of kitchen utensils, such ae pan*, 
kettles, coffee pots, etc. 


When alumina, the oxld» of aluminum 


forms bine crystals they are called sap- 
phires and when red crystals, they are 
called rubles. 


Hence a sapphire Is a l^lue ruby and a 


ruby Is a red sapphire. 


Emery and 
corundum, forms of al- 


umina, «r» used aa abradant*. Carbor- 
undum, an artificial abradant produced 
by fusing1 sand and coke In the intense 
heat ot the clootrlo furnace is now largely 
supplanting emery and corundum. 


A few ymts ajffo, a manufacturer de- 


sired to find soma means by which to 
make clay more plastic and of greater 
tenelle strength. He remembered read- 
Ing tho Bible about the Egyptians using 
straw in brick making. Believing that 
the staw must have served some other 
purpose besides holding the clay together 
with Its fibres, he boiled a quantity of 
straw. Then talcing tho straw water, ho 
moistened some clay with it and found 
that the day became stronger and mon 
plastic. 


Searching for the specific subatanoa 


that made th* wonderful transformation 
he had the liquid analyzed and found It 
to b« tannin. Tannin, an astringent 
found In several kinds of bark, especially 
oak and hemlock, Is used in tanning 
leather. 


Tannin Is now extensively employed In 


giving the flnor. clays greater strength 
and plactlclty. Clay thus treated with 
two per cent of tannin Is called Egyptian 
clay. Kaolin, or porcelain clay formed 
by the decomposition of 
pure feldspar 


makes the finest crw>kf>rv WHT* 


Bxtentlve. bed* ot this kind ot elay are 


found In China, 


Iron is the universal coloring matter In 


nature. 6ur r*d soils are colored by Iron 
In a state of oxidation. So extensively is 
iron disseminated that it Is estimated U 
form two per cent of the earth's crust. 
The red color of bricks is du« to the iron 
contained In the clay of which they are 
mad«.

Dutch Laborers' Union Has 


Plans for Raising the 


Compensation. 


(By CONSUL FRANK W. MAH-IN, AM- 


STERDAM:) 


At the regular annual meeting of the 


Netherlands 
Diamond-workers' 
Union, 


held In thlc city in December, in the dis- 
cussion of various subjects the following 
items of general Interest appeared: 


Because of the state international poll- 


tics, it is now a. slack time in do diamond 
industry, with no present sighs of im- 
provement. 
• The wages of Dutch dlam6nd cleavers 
have declined, partly because of the ex- 
tended use of the pawing machines, 
but 


mainly because Independent 
diamond 


workers operate under contracts which 
the union can not control. From this and 
6ther causes, the wages of brilliant-dia- 
mond workers have also declined. How- 
ever, the union is endeavoring to act In 
concert with the Independent workers 
to establish and -maintain an improved 
standard of wages, with favorable pros- 
pects of success. 


Heretofore the payment by the union 


of compensation for unemployment has 
begun after the workman has been Idle 
six weeks. Hereafter it will begin at the 
end of two weeks' unemployment, bu1 
thla will be experimental for one year. I 
seems that the receipts of ttie fund out 
of which unemployment pay was made 
havo exceeded *>uch payments under the 
six weeks' rule and that new tha func 
has a balance of about $40,000.

B. Walford, which proves to be a chatty 
account of great people met" Informally 
In the homes of friends.
